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THE RAILS SPREAD. 
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A Terrible Wreck on the Monon 
Route This Morning. 


Six Persons Killed and Twenty or 
More Injured. © ni 


The Coaches of Passenger Train No. 1 Go 
Over a Trestle Near Carmel, Ind., and 
Lamps and Stoves Set Fire to the Wreck 
— The Victims Orushed or Burned 
Death—An Awfal Scene—A Boy and His 
Dog Drowned—Mangled By the Cars— 

Lost an Arm—A Day’s Mishaps.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 27.—Passenger 
train No. 1, on the Monon route, which left 
Chicage Sunday night at 11:55 was wrecked 
this morning at 7:50, one mile above Carmel, 
a village sixteen miles north of thiscity. The 
train was running at a rapid rate and was ap- 
proaching the long trestle across Wilkerson 
Creek when the tender of. the engine jumped 
the track. The engineer reversed his engine, 
but before the air brakes could check the 
speed of the train, the locomotive cleared the 
trestle, butthe four coaches attached went 
over into the creek. 

THE WRECKED COACHES ON FIRE. 

The ladiés’ coach caught fire, and in 
an ineredibly short time was reduced 
to ashes. Fortunately for the occupants 
of this coach, Train No. 2, which left this city 
for Chicago at 7:80, had been ordered to meet 
Train No. 1 at Carmel, and as soon as word of 
the wreck was received, the passengers hur- 
ried to the scene and went earnestly to work 
reacuing the occupants of the barning car. 
A horrible scene met their eyes. In plain 
view ofall were two boys and a woman. All 
were dead, but their bodies were being rap- 
idly consumed. The arm of one projected 
through the side of the car and could be 
touched by those on the outside, but the 
opening was not large enough to draw the 
body through. Immedistely in front of this 
boy was a lady who got on board at Frankfort 
and igs as yet unidentified. Her body was 

ENVELOPED IN FLAMES, 

but there was no possibie way to get her out 
of the burning coach. Across from this lady 
was Mrs. Eubanks of Broad Ripple, Ind. Her 
head was horribly crushed. The brakeman 
and a passenger seized her by the arms, and 
with desperate effort pulled the body through 
the window. Life was not yetextinct, but she 
lived only a few minutes after being taken 
out. Another of the rescued, but who bas 
since died, was | Deming of Sheridan. He 
was pinioned the floor by timbers, and 
horribly crushed. Some heroic men seized 
axes and, after a few minutes’ work,cut away 
the timbers that held the body, which was re- 
moved to tho north sideof the track. There 
was no medica! aid present and the man died 
in a few moments. Buckets having been pro- 
cured from the farmhouses near by the flames 
wore soon subdued and the fire prevented 
from communicating to the sleeper or other 
coaches. As soon as it was possible todo so, 
a search was made for the dead. The body 
ot a woman. identified as Mrs. Lizzie Fitzpat- 
rick, of this city, was soon found. It was 
burnedtoacrisp. The Oldham children were 
found side by side, the heavy stove lying 
across their bodies. Mr. W. J. Collins of the 
Indianapolis Sentinel, who was on the train, 
furnishes the following accurate list of the 
dead and injurea:

A PASSENGER’S STORY. 

W. N Collins of the Indianapolis Sentinel, a 
passenger, said: 

„„The firstintimation of anything unusual 
was a swaying of the cars followed by the front 
end of the sleeper going over the embank- 
ment. There was a crash and a shock that 
threw the passengers from one end of the car 
to the otber, out of one berth into an- 
other and demolishing everything in the 
car./A gentieman kicked out a window 
through which a number made their exit. 
Others, seeing that there was no immediate 
danger to those in the sleeper, dressed them- 
selve ud then sought the open alr. On 
emerzingfrom the sleeper it was discovered 
that the coach immediately in front had 
been badly wrecked because in leaving 
the bridge the frontend struck the embank- 
ment approach, completely demolishing that 
end ofthecar and overturning the stove in 
whieh a brisk fire was burning. The car 
immediately took fire, the flames spreading 
with great repidity, and in a moment 
enveloping the entire structure. Those who 
had ad from the other coaches and were 

bie to work began assisting those in the 

urning couch to ſree themselves. The first 
persons taken out were

Then Mrs. Oldham and little boy, of Sheri- 


dan; two other children of this lady were still 
in the car, and the mother, noting this fact, 
and _although badly injured, made a 
desperate effort to return to the 
burning coach. Being dissuaded in this, she 
appealea to the bystanders’ to rescue her 
boys. Clasping her youngest in her arms, 
6 aimed: Thank God, I have you left, 
But I bavetwoother childron in that fire— 
be ul,’’ and then 


from the South arrived and the passengers 
fell to work, urged on by the frantic appeals 
of the dying aud injured to give them reilef. 
1 one who could worked with 
a will, axes were procured and a determined 
effort made to get the dead and “ye out, but 
their efforts proved futile as the flames spread 
80 rapidly that the work had to be abandoned 
in afew minutes. There was a scene of the 
wildest confusion. +The deck of the bridge 
was completely demolished, rails twisted and 
broken, piles splintered and broken off and 


all the cars so badly wrecked that no parts of 


them can ever be utilized.’ 

As to the cause of the wreck, Mr. Collins 
says be ls positive it was due to the spreading 
ot the ralison a curve, fiftyfeet from the 
bridge. The séction foreman, who reached 
the scene half an hour after the wreck, ex- 
plained that the outside of thecurve had 
been too iow and he had elevated it 
one inch by shimming it up temporarily. 
Stone had beep hauled there for the purpose 
of raising the outside of the curve in the 
usual way, but he had not had time to use 
them, but sidered it necessary 
to do something and the only thing to be done 
atthe time was to use tho shims. The sole 
cause of the accident was the condition of the 
track on that eurve, it beinga sticky clay, 
destitute of ballast.

The State Suddenly Finds a Bill 
for Over Half a Million 
Dollars Against the 
Frisco, 


But the Interesting Question Is as 
to Who Gave the Tip. 


The Pointer Came ina Letter Received at 
the Governor’s Office~—Inguiry Fails to 
Show Who Sentthe Letter, Though It Is 
Suspected That It Came From a Frisco 
Official, andIs the Result of the Fac- 
tional Fight in the Company—The Claim 
Is on Notes of the Old South Pacific, the 
Property of Which the ’Frisco Purchased 
—The Railroad Claims a Big Offset—Sult 
te Be Filed Before Friday, to Avoid the 
Statute of Limitations—The Railroad Peo 
ple Claim the Notes Are Already Out- 
lawed—History of the Case. 


Politics, railroad scheming, knifing, treach- 
ery and counter claims aggregating nearly 
$1,500,000 were the subjects of a series of con- 
ferences held in this city this morning.

Then the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad 
Co., which, under the Vice-Presidency of 
John O'Day, has out such an important fix - 
ure in Missouri politics, was communicated 
with. This leads on to another branch of the 
story. There is trouble in the St. Louis & 
San Francisco offices, and General Manager 
Morrill is coming ont on top, with 
O’ Day as the under dog. ~ Attorney 
Kenna, who was always counted 
as with O' Day is no longer with him. Why all 
this trouble should comes bout is not gener- 
ally understood, but this Is known that 
Morrill and O'Day do not gee and that the 
Seligmans, the principal stockholders, have 
decided that the Frisco has got all it can get 
just now, and they wish to have the road run 
for a while as a money-making pubdiic 
cartier independent of Missour! politics. 
It les even said that they bave cabled Gen. 


Winslow, who is now in Europe, to come ont 
to the West and take the helm. All this is ex- 
planatory but of great interest as it means

HISTORY. OF THE ROAD. 

The history of this case involves nearly the 
history of railroads in America. Its ramifica- 
tlons are more numerous than the interven- 
tions in the greal Wabash railway receiver- 
ship. But after reducing ths great bulk 
within the limits of present interest the 
story is something like this: In 1852, Congress 
passed an act, setting aside 1,300,000 acres of 
land in Missourito aid the construction of a 
railroad to the Pacific. The Legislature of 
Missouri donated this land to the Pacific Rail- 
road Co. which located a line from St. Louis 
to the western line of Cass County, with a 
branch from the eastern line of Franklin 
County to Springfield. Later the southwest 
branch was made a separate enterprise by 
the promoters of the Pacific Railroad, they 
retaining of the land grant 100,000 acres and 
devoting the remainder, 1,200,000 acres, to the 
ald ot the branch. The State loaned its credit 
to this southwest branch and some work was 
done on it. But it failed to keep its obliga- 
tions to the State and its promoters had to 
giveitup. This was during the war. Toward 
the end of the war the State sold the 
Southwest Road to Gen. Juhn C. Fremont 
who was desirous of undertaking the comple- 
tion of the road. Bon to the amount of 
$600,000 were placed upom tne road, but the 
obligations to the State not having been kept, 
the road again reverted to the State. 

In 1868 the State again disposed of the road 
to A. C. Kingslang, Fred B. Hayes, Clinton B. 
Fisk, W. H. Coffin, Mr. Pierce of Boston, the 
Seligmans of New York and other promoters 
of the Atlantic & Pacific Kailway. There 
were conditions made by the State on this 
sale such as the building of the road from the 
Franklin Countv line into &t. Louis, which 
was done, and the payment to the State of 
$300,000, which was not done. Thepurcbasing 
combination transterred their rights under 
the grant to the Atlantic & Pacific Kallway, 
in Which they were interested. They guve 
bond for the performance of their obligations, 
which was accepted without Investigation., 
Later when it was intended to enforce tue ob- 
ligation it was learned that the sureties on the 
bond were two young men, who, at the time 
they signed the bond, were minors and were

Prof, Swing’s Mother Dead. 


Ounrcaco, III., Jan. 27.—Prof. David Swing 
yesterday afternoon received intolligence of 
the death of his mother, Mrs. James Hageman, 
She died at Williamsburg, O., yesterday morn- 
ing ae an iliness of several weeks, aged 90 
years. ermental faculties we preserved 
and were strong and clear to the last, and un- 
til last autumn the old lady was enjoying rea- 
sonably 14 bysical health. She was born 
in New York City, and moved with her family 
to Cineinnat! in 1816. Prot. Swing left for 
Ohlo last evening. 
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dressed the alliance. 
formed that it was proposed to abolish the 
chaplaincy.

It was the prevailing opinion, he said, 
that the inmates of the Female Hospital were 
all failen women.

The rest 
were married women, widows, servants, 
typewriters and women holding all kinds of 
positions inlife. Depencent upon themselves, 
they had no place but the hospital to go when 
stricken down with disease. It would prob- 
ably surprise the ministers to know 
that the sister of an ex-Mayor of St. Louis was 
now inthe Poor-house. With no home in- 
fluences and surroundings there and no op- 
portunity to attend church, the chaplain was 
enabled to give them a good deal of comfort. 
Many of them were beautiful characters, 
women who would adorn a home, and they 
thoroughly appreciated and were greatly ben- 
efited in spirit by the chaplain’s consolation. 

Ido beg,’’ said the doctor in conclusion, 
„that you will not think for a moment of 
abandoning this office. What you should do 
is extend the good work which can be accom- 
plished among these unfortunate people by 
providing them with some place where they 
can live for a while at least after they are dis- 
charged from the hospital. There are some 
such institutions now, but their ability to do 
for these persons is limited and many cannot 
receive their benevolence.’’

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PROBABLILITY OF ANOTHRR SERIOUS 
QUARREL AMONG THE PHYSICIANS. 


Dr. Lutz’s Ann ual Address Has Stirred Up 
Strife, and Some Members of the Society 
Fear tor the Continuante of its Fxist- 
ene r. Hughes’ Reply te Dr. Luiz’s 
Criticism on Those Who Left the Society 
Last Year.

Dr. Frank J. Lutz 

and his followers, 

numbering afew more than halt the active 
members of the society ,have control and man- 
agéinent of the society, and in the elections 
Carry things as they want them. The opposi- 
tion contains some of St. Louls’ most eminent 
men, and they are the ones who a year 
ago opposed the election of Dr. Lutz to 
the Presidency and fought hard 
to place Dr. Lemmon inthe chair. The his- 
tory of that sore is well known, but it was 
thought to have been héaled until the retiring 
of Dr. Lutz reopened it again, and the wound 
has been gaping wider and wider ever since. 
When Dr. Lutz surrendered the chair he took 
occasion to make an address in which he 
hauled his old enemies over the coals. He 
called them a set of designing men who were 


inthe society for their own purposes and 


wanted to use it. His remarks were severe, 
but it happened that they were made when 
those referred to were not present. Dr. J. K. 
Bauduy, the new President, was regarded as 
an out-and-out Luts man,so the opposition 
did not attend his inauguration, and so it 
happened that 
DR. LUTZ’ SEVERE CRITICISM 

did not fall upon the ears of those who were 
the subjects of his remarks. 

He himself is criticised now by membera of 
the society for raking up the old fire and for 
speaking as he did when those of whose con- 
duct he complained were absent. Dr. Lutz 
was very, very severe in his remarks. He 
said thata few designing men wanted to run 
the society for their own ends, and that exclu- 
sively; he spoke of several things that had 
occurred during the year, and laid them at the 
door of his opponents, and his remarks were 
recorded as a part of the proceedings. Atthe 
following meeting, a few nights ago, Dr. 
Hughes, having heard of what Dr. Lutz had 
said, made a reply that was spicy and pointed. 
It was as follows: 


DR. HUGHES’ RETORT. 

Mr. PRESIDENT—There are some words in 
the address of the retiring President to which, 
before the minutes containing them are 
passed upon, I arise to take exception. They 
are passionate, vindictive and violent expres- 
sions, not jastified by the facts, but if they 
were ever so justified, they are now uttered 
nearly a year sfter semblance of justification 
has passed away, when all pass jon should 
have subsided and when nothing exists to 
extenuate them, uttered behind the backs and 
out of hearing ofthose to. whom they were 
applied. 

The time and place were perhaps adroltiy, 
though in my humdie judgment not wisely 
chosen, after they to whom they were applied 
had voluntarily absented themselves from the 
socicty and refrained from discussing the late 
unpleasantness and these gentlemen, num- 
bering nearly if not quite one-half of the 
members who voted atthe previous election, 
in a close enough election to be reasonably 
doubtful, and members who had sustained 
the closest fraternal relatiouship to this 
society for many years, the peers of any of us 
in the society and in their professional and 
socta! relations to the community. 

They were nota few designing men, as the 
President’s retiring address inacurately 
characterizes them, but a large number, 
within one or two of-the announced major- 
ity voting. who believed they had the legal 
majority in the preceding election. If they 
were ‘‘designing men’’ whose only ambition 
was to manuge the affairs of the society, then 
withthe same kind of designing men, who 
might be found, even with an amaurotic eye, 
among the other fellows in this society, this 
body asa scientific fraternity is certainly ina 
bad way. 

It would have been much more in harmony 
with the fraternal spirit and scientific, hu- 
mane and instructive purposes of this and 
all medleal associations t the retiring Preel- 
dent had acted out the spirit of the quota- 
tion, **De Gortuis nil nisi bonum, with 
which he closes his untimely and injudicious 
assuult, not to characterize it more forcibly, 
and made of his feelings on the subject, 
though still bolling over with a year’s un- 
cooled anger,a charitable mental reservation, 
but as automatically if self-convicted he 
closes his violent assault wi h the invocation 
that nothing but good should be said of the 
dead. If his foes are dead they certainly have 
kept silent. Why speak thus violently about 
them? Perhaps he felt that though dead they 
are of the kind who yet speaketh. 

Why did he not put this eharitahle Invoca- 
tion—which even the heathen ofthe past ap- 
proved when snakes and lizzards and dead 
men’s bones were the weapons of unenlight- 
ened medicine—at the beginning of his refer- 
ence to our brethren who did not harmonize 
with him last year, and say what good he 
might have-said? and he might truthfully 
have said much in that direction and kindly 
stopped. Did he wish to perpetuate a feud 
and have it cling to the society throuchout 
the an 2 cure® and shall we aid him in 
spreading these reflections upon the society’s 
records, thatthose who come after us may 
not forget how iniserably inharmonious we 
were in the beginning of the year 1889, and 
how inharmonious we shall continue if these 
words are permitted to remain? Or shall we, 
imitating the men whom the address assaults, 
biot it out and let the dead past bury its dead? 

I move, therefore, before the minutes of the 
preceding meeting are approved, that the re- 
tiring President have leave to withdraw all 
offensive and unfraternal animadversions 
upon fellows of the society, ombraeing the 
paragraph in whieh the words, ‘‘designing 
men, ‘‘ambitions to manage the society

THE WORLD’S FAIR EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
TO ASSEMBLE TO-NIGHT.

NE of the most import- 
ant meetings of the Ex- 
ecutive Committees of 
the World’s Fair that 
hae yet been held will 
assembié at 8 o’ clock 
this evening at the (om - 
mittees’ headquarters. 
Since the departure of 
the delegation for 
Washington no meeting 
of the Executive Committee has been held, 
and no special report of the proceedings of

tance. 
THE QUESTON OF DATE. 


It is considered ap likely that the arguments 
in regard to site will be commenced in the 
House of Representatives to-miorrow, and a 
vote may be taken on Wednesday. The dep- 
utation now at Washington is anxious to re- 
ceive instructions from this city, not desiring 
to act entlrely on thelr own responsibility, 


and the result of the meeting will be tele- | 


graphed them as soon as the session closes. 
For several months there has been no meeting 
ofthe Executive Committee at which a quo- 
rum has been present, and all members have 
been urged to attend to-night. Probably the 
most important question to bo decided is 
whether tbe St. Louis contingent shall cast its 
vote in favor of holding a World’s Fair in 1892, 

or of postponing it until 189. The general 
feeling among the members of the committee 
and the citizens ls that everything can be 
ready for the Fair, as far as St. Louis is con- 
cerned, by the fall of 1891, but that if the ex- 
hibitors, foreign and domestic, cannot be 
ready by the spring of 1892, that the best plan 
would be to favor a postponement. There is no. 


question that it would be far more appropri- 
ate to hold the fair in 1892, in commemora- 
tion of the discovery of America, but the 
members of the committee do not deem it 
best to sacrifice the success of the fair to 
sentimental considerations, 
THERE 18 8OMK QUESTION 
as to dow the citizens of other States feel on 
the subject. By some it le stated that they 
generally favor a fair in 1892, and will make 
efforts to be properly represented in a 
quadri-centenpial exposition that would not 
be made should a fair that com- 
memorated nothing purticular be 
decided upon. Others are of the opin- 
ion that the different States, if given 
time to act, will make a magnificent display, 
but that t matters are hurried that ave 
poor State exhibition will be the result. 
large mass of correspondence is in the pos- 
session of the Executive Committee bearing 
upon this point, and it will be considered to- 
night. The gentlemen ln charge of the cam- 
paign for securing ghe Fair have all along 
made it their aim to répresent national rather 
than local interests and do not intend to re- 
cede from this position now. If the fact 
could be ascertained that the feeling in the 
country at large, and in the Mississippi Valley 
in particular was in favor of a World's Fair 
in 1803 the St. Louis influence would be 
in favor of that date, and 
converse is also true. The dif- 
is in ascertaining what the 
sentiment is on this subject. 
number of letters have been received 
on both sides and the Washington §delegation 
have applied to the Exccutive Committee for 
iagtructions. 
QUESTIONS TO BE DECIDED. 
Anumber of letters have been received urg- 
ing that whatever isthe decision in regard 
to the date, that the question of location 
should be settled at once. If this is not done, 
it is argued, the very object of the postvone- 
ment willbe defeated, as little willbe done 
until itis known where the fair is to be held. 
To postpone the lair for a year, and then to 
postpone the selection of a location for 
eight months, would be a very 
inconsiderable gain. The argument that St. 
Louis should urge the selection ofa site at as 
early a date as possible is being strongly advo- 
cated. The question of finances will also play 
avery considerable part in any decision. It is 
stated in some quarters that the contributions 
to the guarantee fund were made on the sup- 
position that the fair was to be held in 1892, 
and that if it ise fixed at another date that the 
work of collection will have to be done 
over again. At present the St. Louis fund is 
very considerably larger than that of any 
of its rivals, an this city alone 
possesses a site upon which work can be com- 
menced at once. It is argued on the oth 
hand that to press the matter to an immedi- 
ate decision would cause many who would 
under ordinary circumstances favor St. Louis 
to vote against any fair at all, as they d 
to secure certain political advantages before 
supporting any proposition of the kind. Tue 
matter will be fully discussed in all ite bear- 
ings this evening and the result of the meeting 
wil] have great influence on the course to be 
pursued by the friends of St. nis in con-

A PIONEER SETTLER. 


Funeral of Mr. William Bartold at Dutch 
Hollow, St. Louls County. 


Mr. Wm. Bartold,one of the ploneer settlers 
of St. Louis County, who came here when St. 
Louls was confined by Sixth and Morgan 
streets and Chouteau avenue, died last week, 
and was buried in the family burying lot

She was slapped in the 
face and abused by her husband when 
she called, but remained and the next day 
was granted custody of the baby until the case 
was decided. It was continued until last Sat- 
urday, but Mr. wt | obtained a continu- 
ance until this morning. Thesame day he 
filed a suit for Mr. Frankel for divorce, in 
which it wae alleged that Mrs. Frankel had an 
ungovernable temper, would throw household 
goods at her husband, had thrown the baby 
at him, pulled Mr. Frankel’s hair, scratched 
his face, and often sat up at night trying to 
nerve herself up to kiling him. He also 
charges her with adultery, giving the names 
of the men and the time and p.ace of meeting. 


TRAVELERS’ ASSOCIATION ROW. 


Secretary Thomas Ryan Tells Why He Re- 
signed—Errors Corrected. ° 


Mr. Thomas Ryan, the Secretary of the 
Western Commeéroial Travelers’ Association, 
who recently tendered his resignation, says 
that he thinks an injustice has been done him 
in a published statement about the trouble in 
the association. Speaking this morning 
on the subject Mr. Ryan said: 


„There are some errors in the published 
statements in relation to my position as Sec- 
retary and Treasurer of the Travelers’ Associ- 
ation.

This is not correct. My salary and that of my 
assistan as fixed at $3,080 forthe year 1889. 
My individual salary was to be $2,000 and the 
balance for assistants. In July, after the 
trouble above refurred to, the salary for the 
office was reduced to $2,400, which I refused to 
accept, as my contracton the records of the 
association called for $3,080. I paid my assist 
wants out of my own ocket until De- 
cember last. It is also stated that 
the matter of salary was referred to 
the Finance Committee. This is not correct. 
The balance due on salary was disallowed at 
the first meeting of the new board on January 
4, at which time I was appointed Secretary 
and Treasurer. At the next meeting of the 
board on the llth inst. the Finance Committee 
were instructed to procure from mea receipt 
in full for amount paid me for salaries for 
1889, which 1 declined to give. At the meet 
ing on the 18th the Finance Commit- 
tee made their report, and the office 
was declared vacant. It was practically 
closed until 
another meeting was held and their action 
deciaring the office vacant was rescinded. At 
this meeting, after being reinstated as Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, [tendered my resigna- 
tion, to take effect at once, butin order that 
the business of the association might not 
suffer, and at the request of the President, I 
extended — time to February 1. feel 
thankful to the members for the uniform 
8 extended to me during my term of 
omee.

UNCLE SAM’S BIG LOSS. 


A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT THE KITTERY 
NAVY YARD, NEAR PORTSNOUTH- 


Iwo Large Buildings Burned and the Ma- 
chine and Iron Plate Shops Destroyed— 
The Loss Estimated at 8100,000—A Seri- 
ous Fire on Board the Bark Fztho mene 
Fires Elsewhere. 


PorTsMOUTH, N. H., Jan. 27.—The largest 
fire that ever occurred at the Kittery navy 
yard, broke out this morning at 8 o’ciock in 
the doller - room of the building No. 45, occu- 
pied by the construction and repair depart- 
ment as a machine and iron-plate shop. The 
fire quickly extended along the shafting and 
oily timbers into bullding No. 46, occupled as 
a futtock mill, and the workmen were obliged 
to jump through the windows to escape. A 
general alarm was rung in and four steam- 
ers belonging to the savy yard department 
were promptly on hand. Despite the 
efforts of the firemen and marine guard, the 
fire extended into the machine shop and help 
was then called for from the city. The 
P>steamer Kearsarge and a hose oompany were 
immediately sent over the ferry on a steam- 
boatand with these reinforcementsthe fire 
was confined entirely to the two buildings. 
The two buildings were builtin 1846 and con- 
structed in ‘‘stilt’’ fashion, granite pillars 
being set upon a heavy foundation and the 
rest of the building constructed of wood. 
During the war the buildings were remodeled 
and connected together, making a bullding 
400 feet in length and 65 feet in width. The 
loss is expected to reach $100,000. 


An Iron Bark Butned. 


By Telecravh to the PosT-NmratTor. 

New YORK, Jan. 27.—Flames were discov- 
ered at 5:40 o’clock yesterday morning in the 
hold of the iron bark Pythomene, lying at 
Pierrepont Stores, Brooklyn, and shortly 


afterward dense, volumes of smoke poured 
from the hatcifways. An alarm was given 
and the firemen battled manfully with the fire 
that was smouldering below the deck, and 
six wen went into the upper hoid in 
order to reach a point where a 
stream of water could de directed 
on the flames. It was a courageous act and 
came near costing them their lives, as the 
water thrown on the burning jute, of which 
the cargo largely consisted, only served to 
increase the volume of smoke, and they had 
been in their perilous position only a few mo- 
ments whenthey were overcome by the heat 
and smoke. Other firemen, assisted the crew, 
went to their rescue and with great 
difficulty succeeded in bringing them 
on deck. Ambulance calls were at once 
gent out, andthe surgeons who responded 
succeeded in a short time in resuscitating the 
unconscious men. Meanwhile, the fire con- 
tinued to eat its way throughout the vessel 
and it was soon realized that the cargo could 
not be saved and it was finally decided that in 
order to save the vessel it would be necessary 
to scuttie her. This was accomplished and 
the vessel is now lying under water alongside 
the dock. The Pythomene arrived Fri- 
day night from Caleutta in command 
of First Mate Dexter, her Captain, Thomas 
Jenton, having died of fever at sea. The 
cargo was a valuable one, consisting of 5,000 
bales of jute, 13,000 bags of linseed and 800 
gunny bags. The vessel ls owned by Henry 
Ferrie & Sons of Liverpool, En- 
gland, and the cargo by Rally Bros. of New 
York. A rough estimate of the damage places 
it at $25,000. Both the vessel and cargo are 
fully insured. 


Thirteen Stores Destroyed. 


BonkER HILL, Ind., Jan. 27.— Early yester- 
day morning a fire started in a saloon in the 
business center and before it was discovered 
the flames spread until thirteen stores were 
on fire.

ANEW ROBINSON CRUS OE. 


Mariano Rodrigues the. Solitary Occupant 
of an Island for Nine Years. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 27.—News received by 
steamer yesterday from San Jose, the capital 
of Costa Rica, says that in a recént return 
cruise from the coast of Patagonia to the Port 
of Santa Cruz, the Argentine revenue cutter 
San Juan sighted and came to anchor off 
an island, hitherto unknown, fifty miles 
from shore, three miles long by one 


mile wide averaging probably thirty 
feet above high tide with a rocky. 
almost perpendicular coast line, extremely 
tedious of ascent. Inthe interior, however, 
it was found to de well wooded, and the cap- 
tain of the cutter reports having encountered 
in his rambles many species of wild animals 
and thousands of birds.

A CONFEDERATE HERO GONE. 


Death of Capt. Charles W. Read—His Dar- 
ing Deeds During the War. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
MERIDIAN, Miss., Jan. 27.—Capt. Charles W. 
Read, a conspicuous figure ofthe late war as 
an officer of the Confederate States Navy, died 
here Saturday of Bright’s disease, of which he 
has been long a tufferer. 
Deceased was a natlve of Yazoo County, 


Miss., and was born in 1840. He was a cadet 
at Annapolis when the war broke out and at 
once resigned andtendered his sword to his 
native State. In May, 1861, he was ordered 
to duty on the McRae in the Lower Missis- 
sippi, and contested the passage by Farragut 
otthe forts. His vessel was so badly hurt 
that she sunk after the fight. 

He subsequently served on the Arkansas 
above Vicksburg and on the Florida under 
Commodore Moffitt. He afterwards com- 
manded the Clarence, destroyed a large num- 
ber of merchant vessels and, among other 
deeds of daring, seized the American revenue 
cutter Cobb, cruising in Portland Harbor. 
She was shortly afterwards recaptured, how- 
ever, and Capt. Read lay a long time a pris- 
oner in Fort Warren, Boston Harbor. 

Hie lest act of desperate daring was in con- 
nection with the Confederate gunboat Webb 
on April 16. He took charge of the 
Webb at Shreveport, ran herdown Red River 
by the fleet at ite mouth during the night and 
on down the Mississippi River towards tue 
sea. Ten miles above New Orleans he cut the 
telegraph wires. On nearing the city he 
hoisted the Union ensign at half-mast, pre- 
sumably on account of thedeath of President 
Lincoln, while the crew wore covered 
in Federal army overcoats for the 
occasion. Thenshe passed several Federai 
gunboats without suspicion. Opposite Algiers, 
she ran down the stars and stripes and hoisted | 
the Rebel fag; and rushed on down by the 
lower city, sume of the Federal gunboats 
already opening fire on her. Twelve miles 
below the City the flagship Richmond was 
quartered. The Webb was turned to the bang, 
er crew landed and the boat blown up. Read 
and his party were subsequently taken pris- 
oners. ‘
